Sensational Cuban R esolutions E xpert­ 
ed — Governor Griggs Accept* the A t­ 
torney G eneralship. 


W a s h i n g t o n , Dec. 6 .— The r e g u la r , or 
long session of congress, att it is called, 
because there is no constitutional limi­ 
tation upon the period of its duration, 
opened at noon today. The leaders and 
a large major ty of the members of both 
houses participated in the opening cere­ 
monies, and President McKinley made 
the journey to Washington from the 
bedside of his dying mother that his ab­ 
sence might not delay the national le g ­ 
islature at its assembling. The extra 
session robs the opening of the r -gular 
session of the excitement and interest 
which usually attaches to it. 
At the 
beginning of a regular session ordinarily 
Washington thrills with excitement. 
The hotel lobbies surge with place hunt­ 
ers in the wake of the rations candi­ 
dates for speaker, clerk, doorkeeper, 
etc., the members are struggling for 
committee assignment* and the air is 
fall of rumors and plots and counter­ 
plot*. 
Bat as the house was completely 
organized at the extra session aud all 
the committee assignments were made 
then, beyond the natural stimulus pro­ 
duced by the returning statesmen, the 
regular hanger*-ou of legislation and 
the outlining of schemes br members cf 
the “third house, ” or lobby, Washing­ 
ton is tm rqui! 
The programme in the 
house today was Tory simple, and be­ 
yond the spectacular show which it of­ 
fered lo the carious, had in itself little 
an n et ion. 
It is the intention of the house leader* 
to proceed with the business of the ses­ 
sion as rapidly as possible. The appro­ 
priations committee has been ut work 
few IO days and Chairman Cannon ex­ 
pects to pass at least two dT the regular 
budgets before the holidays—the legis­ 
lative, executive aud judicial aud th« 
pension* appropriation billa. 
Among the early general measures tc 
recd re consideration will be the bank­ 
ruptcy bill. 
Whether it will be the 
Nelson bill which passed the senate at 
the last session or a modification of the 
Torrey bill depends on the temper of the 
judiciary committee. 
Beyond doubt there will be sereral 
resolutions of inquiry daring the first 
week which may be more or less sense* 
tionai and some of the radical precut** 
members will attempt to get oonsklera­ 
tion for a Caban resolution before the 
foreign affairs committee can act. 
There is nothing except india position 
upon the part of members to prevent the 
senate’s entering promptly upon its 
work, as there is a cah'tnl.tr ready made 
for it with about 300 bills reported from 
committee* daring the special session. 
The indications are now for a little 
more activity than usual during the pro- 
boliday se ssurn. 
Tins is largely due to 
the fact that the sn pp rters of the ad­ 
ministration and advocate* of annexa­ 
tion are very anxious to seen re the ear; 
In st pi agible consideration of the treaty 
with Hawaii. Senator Davis, chairman 
pf the committee on foreign relations, 
announce* hi* purpose of pressing an­ 
nexation at the earliest possible moment, 
The immigration bill, for which Sen­ 
ator Lodge stands sponger. is practic­ 
ally at the head of the senate legislative 
calander, and will be considered early 
in the session. 
Senator Lodge has re­ 
peated his determination of pressing the 
bill. but he will not antagonize the Ha­ 
waiian treaty with it. 
The first bill ou the calender is Sen­ 
ator Gear’s measure providing for th e 
adjustment of the Union Pacific rat road 
debt, bat the sale of the Union Pa -the 
doubtless will have the effect of causing 
the temporary withdrawal of this bill 
and the substitution of other*. 
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PrM ldfvt M cK inley anti Party W ill Go 
to Ills Ohio Horns Tonight. 
W ashington, Dec. 6.—President Mc­ 
Kinley, accompanied by Assistant Sec­ 
retary Day, arrived in Washington yes­ 
terday. He was met at the station by 
Secretary Alger, Secretary Bliss and 
Secretary Porter aud driven to the white 
house. The president received telegrams 
enroute to Washington from Canton re­ 
porting the condition of his mother. 
Arrangements have been made for the 
return trip to Canton this evening. The 
president, Mrs. McKinley and a party 
of half a dozen close friend* and i©’a* 
Lives will leave Washington at 
7:20 
o’clock tonight, occupying a special oar 
attached to the regular Pennsylvania 
train, arriving in Canton tomorrow. 


O r lg fi A rev pts th e A ttorney G eneralship. 
W a sh in g t o n, D ix', fl.—It was official­ 
ly announced at the white house yester­ 
day, upon the return of the president to 
Washington, that Governor John W. 
Griggs of New Jersey had been ten­ 
dered aud had accepted the office of at­ 
torney general of the United States, 
which will be vacated by the nomina­ 
tion of Attorney General McKenna to 
be associate justice of the United Stites 
supreme court.

Bl Liberal Has No Fear of Rolllgftrent 
H ights Being Granted Cuba. 
M a d r id, Dec. 6.—El liberal, the offi­ 
cial organ, contends that there is no 
ground to fear that the United States 
will recognize the insurgents as belliger­ 
ents, or otherwise interfere in the settle­ 
ment of the Cnbau difficulty, “inasmuch 
as Spain ha* accorded her colonies in 
the Antilles the maximum of liberty 
that other powers accord to their col­ 
onies.” 
"Therefore,” concludes El Liberal, 
"the United States ought to be grateful 
to Spain. 
But if America’s good will is 
ham pend by offensive or re-trictive con­ 
ditions, we mnst ignore them and act in 
accordance with our interests, our honor 
and sovereignty.” 
A member of the cabinet, in the course 
of an interview has declared that ac­ 
cording to the communications received 
by the government from Senor De Lome, 
the Spanish minister at Washington, 
President McKinley's attitude toward 
Spain is “very gratifying.” 
The government continued, the cabi­ 
net minister in question, does not bs- 
here that President McKinley will de­ 
mand the termination of the war in 
Cuba within any specified period, “tar 
President McKinley kuow* that Spain’s 
first desire is a conclusion of the war 
and that sh -is putting forth every ef­ 
fort to end it.”

Illinois Mat* Anthorine* Ask For Bid* 
For SI 50,000. 
S pr in g f ie l d , Ills., Dec. 6.—Acting 
under the authority given them by tile 
legislature at its last regular session, 
Governor Tauuer, Auditor McCullough 
aud Treasurer Hertz have asked for bid* 
for #250,000 of 3 per ceut certificates of 
the state, to be issued Jan. I, aud to Im 
payable July I next. This temporary 
Iona is made necessary hy the conditio- 
of the state’s finances.
